Firſt in Reference tothe Church, His: Majeſty'is content that Care 
be taken that all Eccleſiaſtical and Spiritual Benefices. and Promotions 
in the Gift ofthe Crown, may be Conferr'd inſuch a manner, that we - 


may be fire the 4s ny In alway sb&4of themoſtPious and Lear-. 


ned Proteſtants; Andthat h&Popiſh Succeſſor, while he coritinues ſo, 
may have any power to Controll ſuch Preſentments. 

In Reference- to the State and Civil part of the Government ,- As it 
is already provided that no Papiſt can fit in either Houſe of Parlia- 
ment, ſo the King is pleaſedthat it be provided too, that there may ne- 
ver want a Parliament when the King fhall happen to Die, but that the 
Parliament then in being may Continue Indiffoluble for a Competent 
Time, Or 4t. there be no Parhament 'in' being , then- the Laſt Parlia- 


ment which was in being before that time may Re-aſſemble and it a 


Competent Time without any new Summons or. Elections. : 


Andas no Papiſt can by Law holdany Placeof Truſt, fothe King is 


coatent that it may befurther Provided that no Lords or others of the 
Privy Council, No.Judgesof the Common-Law, or in Chancery, ſhall 
at any timeduring the Ra.gn of any Popilh Succeſſor be putin or diſ- 
placed but by the Authority of Parliament. ' And that Care alſo be ta- 
ken that none but ſincere Proteſtants may be Juſtices ot Peace. 
In Reference to the Military Part , The King is willing that no 


Lord'Lieutenant , or Deputy Lieutenant, nor no Officer in the Navy / 
during 
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during the Reign of anyPopiſh Succeſſor be put in or remov'd but ei- 
ther by. Authority of Parliament, or of ſuch Perſons as the Parliament 
ſballentruſt with ſuch Authoriry 

'Tis hardto invent another reſtraint to be put upon a PopiſhSuc- 
ceſlor , conſidering how-much the Revenue otthe Succeſſor will de- 
pend upon conſent of Parliament , and how Impoſlible it is toraiſe 
money without ſuch conſent. But yet if any thing elſe can Occur to 
the wiſdom of the Parliament , which may further Secure Religion 


_ and Liberty againſt a Popiſh Succeſſor , without Defeating the Right 


of Succeſſion it ſelf ,His Majeſty will moſt readily conſentto it. 
Thus Watchful is theKing for all your Safeties, and if He could 
think of any thing elſe that you do either Want or” Wiſh to make you 


[: Happy , He would make it His buſineſs to efteCt it for you.
